Description: ff. 177 - The book was made for Jean le Sauvage (1455-1518), lord of Esquobecques, and his wife, Jacqueline 
de Boulogne, lady of Le Maisnil, who are depicted in prayer in the miniature on f. 4; it then passed to their son, Francois le 
Sauvage. In 1991, it was in a private Dutch collection, and was presented by B. Van Dyck, acting as intermediary, to the 
city council of Grammont (see A. Schrever, "Koopt Geraardsbergen 16de-eeuws manuscript?" Het Volk, 1 March 1991) 
although efforts in this direction failed. Offered for sale by Les Enluminures in June 2017. Christie's London, 12 December 
2018, not sold; acquired by private sale from Christie's on 19 December 2018. - Dominique Vanwijnsberghe, "Marketing 
books for Burghers : Jean Markant's activity in Tournai, Lille, and Bruges" in E. Morrison and Th.
